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Gil Dodds To Run 
At P. A. Saturday 


Gil Dodds, who has run the mile 
in 4:06.1, is coming to Andover on 
Saturday afternoon to demonstrate 
his running abilities in connection 
with the Fifth annual New England 
Prep school meet on Brothers’ 
Field. Dodds is scheduled to run 
about 4 p. m. In the Interscholastic 
meet the weights will start at one 
and the running events at two. 
There is no admission charge. 

Dodds igs the present holder of 
the world’s indoor record for the 
mile. In 1940 he won the National 
Collegiate association’s four-mile 
run across country while at Ashford 
college, Ohio. Later he went to Bos- 
ton College, training under Jack 
Ryder, and two years ago he en- 
tered the Gordon Seminary. He 
then became the outstanding miler 
of 1942. Last summer he toured the 
country with Gunder Hagg. 


Punchard Graduates 
Succeed in College 


Records of twenty-two Punchard 
graduates, attending fifteen univer- 
sities and colleges throughout the 
country, have been obtained. Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology, 
Radcliffe, Simmons, Boston! Univer- 
sity, Tufts, University of Michigan, 
and University of Wisconsin were 
among the institutions sending re- 
ports of former students. 


A total of 397 grades in major sub- 
jects have been received up to 
date. These are: 81 A’s (90% - 
100%), 172 B’s (80% - 90%), 123 C's 
(70% - 80%), 20 D’s (60% - 70%), 
and 1 failure. These reports show 
that 68.7% of the grades obtained 
are B’s or better, 31% C’s, 5% D's, 
and % of 1% F's. 

English is a basic subject in high 
school and college. Seventy-four 
per cent of the English grades ob- 
tained are B’s or higher and only 
7% are D’s. In Mathematics, 50% 
of the grades are B’s or higher and 
only 3% are D’s. There were no 
failures in either subject.

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What's Wrong? 


What’s the matter with Andover? 
What’s wrong with its town gov- 
ernment? 

Everybody knows. Everybody has 
a solution, It’s talked over in the 
living-rooms of our Andover homes: 
it’s talked over on the street cor- 
ners.
